VICTORIA, Jan.  20-When the
wrecked stesmer Vakncls broke up
Wadneslay, three eye witnesses stood
iifty yards away, and walched forty-
five persons, both men and  women
elinging to Whe rigging, swepl o, their
death in owe great eugulfing wave.
The party with ropes atnd supplios fas
tonded to their backs, struggled over the
trall by night, srriving st the wireek
Wednesday morning. On reaching the
top of the biuff, the wreek was seen be-
low, partly submerged, Afteon yards
from the face of the blull, Below them
huddled on the deck house were many
survivors. When the parly first show.
od themselves on top of the oliff the
passengers began to cheer wildly. They
believed resene was at hand. The real
ization soon came that assistance could
not reach them. The men ashore were
unable to do anything wnd they clung
in despair to the rigging. The end came
ot 12 o'elock when a huge roller swept
in and erushed evorything to pleces
When the obh came .obly the stump of
the mast and some spars  were seen
above the water,

Searching the Coast,

SEATTLE, Jan. 26 —More than one
himdred people are now searching the
ecoast of Vancouver within a mdias of
twenty miles on eithor wside of the
wreek of the Valencia with the hope of
fimling some survivors from the ves-
sl In onler to assist in the search,
the Pacific Coust Steamship  Company
tonight dispatehed a tug in command of
port Caplain Pallersen to the seene of
the disaster. Captain  Pattersen took
with him two Newfoundiand déries with
flberman to wan them., Captain Pat-
tersent expects to find the westher suffie-
fently onlmed by the time he reaches
there to enable him to make a landing.

Parties of men on fugs have boen sent
ot from Vietoria and are now on the
soene,  Indienk have besn employed to
Seat the bushed in case any survivors
wuve wandered inland,

Up to the present time 37T men have
ooty saved from the wreek, This leaves
HT still unnevounted for. Some bope
b« atill held out for the last boat to
leave the ship. It has not beea report
oil, amed It b possible that 9L has made
shore somewhere in the vieiniy of the
wreck.

The 23 men who were brought to
Seattle on the Topeka were sent to ho-
tels by the steamship company to be
kept there until they have areanged
the future.
